Parcels weighing four ounces or less are mailable at rate of one cent per 
ounce or a fraction thereof. Over four ounces, pound rates are charged, a 
fraction of a pound considered a full pound. 


LIMIT OF WEIGHTS AND SIZE 


Weight of a parcel must not exceed twenty pounds except in the First and 
Second Zones where the limit is 50 pounds. Packages must not measure more 
than 72 inches (6 feet) in length and girth combined.

After bowling is over at night take a hair brush with long handle (see 
cut on page 16) and sweep all of the loose dirt and dust from the alley 
beds, then app:y a coating of The Brunswick-Balke-Collender Co.'s PAT- 
ENT ENAMEL POLISH and let stand until morning. Then cover the 
same with clean, dry sawdust and be particular to see that there are no 
nails or any hard substance in the sawdust that would be likely to scratch 
the beds, 

Take a polishing box covered with carpet and filled with balls or pins 
to give sufticient weight, and polish the bed thoroughly from end to end 
until dry. The polishing box can best ‘be manipulated by two boys alter- 
nately pushing and pulling it up and down the alleys, raising the box fr 
quently to get fresh sawdust under it. Polish each alley from one to two 
hours, 

Remove the mats from the pits and shake them thoroughly to get all the 
dust out. Take the hair brush and sweep the sawdust off thelbeds and gutters 
into the pit, and thoroughly clean it by removing all the di 

The approach should be mopped and thoroughly dried. Be careful not to 
soak the approach with water. 

If it is not convenient to make use of the Enamel Polish on the beds every 
night they should at least be swept off and thoroughly dusted before a ball is 
rolled. Bear in mind that each a!ley bed should be polished from one to two 
hours each day. Use the Enamel Polish two or three times a week. 


Should there be any black spots on the bed which are not’ removeu 
with the process of cleaning under 2 instructions, take a little fine 


sandpaper or fine steel wool and loos @ dirt where these spots are 
found, ‘This should only be done af: ing the enamel polish and be- 
fore beginning to polish the alleys. yery careful, however, not to rub 
the spots any more than is absolutely necessary, so as not to remove the 
shellac. ‘The use of sandpaper or steel wool is ‘simply to loosen the dirt 
ON THD SURFACE, 


Never use water on the balls, pins or alley beds, but keep the balls 
and pins perfectly dry and clean. The ball returns as well as the balls 
should be cleaned every duy; in fact the ball should be cleaned and wiped 
frequently during the course of the day. Use the B. B. C. C.’s Bnamel 
Polish on the wood balls, to remove the dirt, then take a piece of coffee- 
sacking or burlap and polish until thoroughly dry. 


In cleaning Mineralite Bowling Balls, use nothing but alcoholene or 
wood alcohol. 


In the case of new wood balls the shellac should be removed before 
being used. It is necessary, to shellac the balls at the factory to keep 
the air from checking them, but the constant use of the Enamel Polish 
in cleaning the wood balls, as above directed, will keep them in good 
condition. 

‘About once every six weeks the old shellac should be entirely removed 
trom the beds by using our Jiffy Bright and the beds given a new coating 
of shellac. Don't use benzine or gasoline, as they will darken the wood 
and besides, they are dangerous to have about the place. After removing 
the old shellac, as directed, give the beds one or two coats of the B. B. 
©. Co.’s specially prepared Japanese White Shellac. These occasional ap- 
plications of extra coatings of shellac will prevent the finish from weat- 
ing off and exposing the bare wood, in which condition the beds would 
soon groove and become rough. After the new coating of shellac has 
thoroughly dried, proceed to polish the beds with two coats of The B. B. 
©. Co.’s Enamel Polish and polish as above directed. 

N. B.—Players should be cautioned positively not to slide or step over 
the foul line, or loft the balls on the alleys.

A great many successful room keepers obtain most excellent results in 
keeping up the patronage on their bowling alleys, by offering prizes from 
time to time for the highest score made by the players during a certain 
Period. 

‘The increased patronage obtained by this means will make up the cost 
of prizes several times over. 

This feature of the business is one that should receive careful consider- 
ation of the enterprising room keeper. He must not get impressed with the 
belief that bowling is a dead issue in his particular locality. The interest 
is in a majority of cases, exactly what the room keeper makes it. 

If he has lack of ambition and a feeling that the business cannot be 
made a success, it may be taken for an assured fact that his opinion will 
shortly be reflected in the general appearance and condition of his place. 

Prizes of one kind or another, are most excellent means for creating a 
rivalry and inducing the player to practice frequently. The average player 
will yalue a prize costing a comparatively small amount, more than he 
would three or four times the amount in cash. The honor of having won 
a trophy has a telling effect in a majority of cases. 

The prizes need not necessarily be extravagant or expensive. They can 
consist of bowling shoes, a special bowling ball, a bowling ball bag, a silver 
cup or emblem. z 

We show several trophies of moderate cost in this price list. Any one 
of them would be valued for more than it is worth hy a bowler who suc- 
ceeded in winning it under competitye conditions of any kind. 

Where prizes of this kind are made use of, it is well to award them 
at the end of the week or month, and it is frequently advisable to have 
one prize of better value to carry over for a period of three or four months.
